Better evidence of the rmpra'eticnbllitj 
of the route from Edmonton as a high 
way to the Yukon cannot be given than 
the story of the trip of Inspector 
Moody and his party of Mounted Po 
lice, 1'ltey left Edmonton in September 
of Inst your tind u few weeks ago they 
were still camped on the Finlay river, In 
the Omineca district of this province. 
Here they were met by Cupt. Black, of 
(he Consolidated Omiuecn company, who 
reached Victoria on Thursday evening, 
after n visit to the properties in which 
his company is interested. 

Capt. Black left Victoria in February, 
six months after' Inspector Moody left 
Edmonton, and going to Quesnellc stntcl 
off across the country, a distance of SOD 
miles on snowshoes, having ns compani- 
ons two Indians. He went straight 
through to Germauseu and Mnnson 
creek, where the Consolidated Ominecu 
company's property is situated. This 
property) which consits of eighteen loca- 
tions on the two creeks, a complete hy- 
draulic plant and nine miles of ditching, 
is about to bo transferred to a British 
syndicate for $125,000. The rcprcsenii- 
tive of this syndicate will return to Oin- 
incca with Capt. Black in n few weeks 
to formally take over the mines. Fend- 
ing the transfer of the property, no work 
has recently been done. Bast year, how- 
ever, water was turned on some of Inn 
(.'round and the prospects proved very 
good. The Consolidated Qminoca com- 
pany is composed almost entirely of Vic- 
torians. 

On the way out Capt. Black visited the 
Nation, Fence, Parsnip and Finlay riv- 
ers, on which other syndicates in which 
he is interested have claims. These 
claims have not yet been worked to any 
extent. 

It was on his way homo that Capt. 
Black met Inspector Moody and the 
members of the Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice, they having been camped on the 
Finlay river since December. 

They started from Edmonton; as pre- 
viously stated, in September, taking 
horses for the first part of the journey, 
hut very early in the game had to take 
to snow shoes. The snow-shooing was 
very heavy and upon their arrival at 
Finlay river they decided that it wits 
impracticable to continue, and went into 
camp. They are still there and will 
await the return of Capt. Black before 
proceeding. They are well provided with 
provisions and are in comfortable quar- 
ters. 

There are a very large number of men 
going into the Omineca and Fence river 
countries, some who know what they 
have before them and tiro prepared to 
meet the difficulties, and others who have 
not the least idea of what they will 
have to put up with. The country, Capt. 
Black says, is no place for poor men. 
It is far harder to reach than Klondike 
md provisions are consequently dearer. 
To make a success of a prospecting trip 
li man must have about a thousand dol- 
us and be prepared to remain in the 
country for two years, and then he has 
a cbn nee of striking something just as 
good as Klondike. 

All the way from Ashcroft in parties 
were met, some pushing slowly on, oth- 
ers wniting for the spring to melt the 
snow. Many propose remaining ill Brit- 
ish Columbia, but some expect to roach 
Klondike by this lout; overland route. 
They may succeed, "but," says Capt., 
Black, "they have a long tramp before 
them." 

At Qucsnelle there is r. party who ap- 
pear to have before them difficulties very 
similar to those that broke up the dri- 
ller expedition and they are heading for 
the same river, the Nation, which Q rider 
to Id his party, contained untold wealth. 
The party at Quesnelie is under the 
leadership of a Mr. Tierney, of Vancou-

ver, to whom it is said each member paid 
a good largo sum to be taken to this 
mysterious El Dorado, where they were 
to rake out an ounce a day. 

"They may do so; everything is possi- 
ble," said Capt. Black, "but it is not 
probable." 

The members of the party, or a large 
majority of them, are lawyers and doc- 
tors from North Carolina, who have 
never been out of civilization, and .are al- 
ready getting tired of roughing it, having 
been nt Quesnelie since last fall. In 
striking contract to this party is one 
from California; composed entirely of 
practical miners, who also are bound for 
the Nation river. They are not expect- 
ing anything big and will therefore not 
be- disappointed. The Italian Count and 
his companion, who started last winter 
intending to explore the northern inter- 
ior of the province are also still at Qnes- 
■ nclle, in company with a score of other 
adventurers bound northwards. 

Capt. Black has great confidence in the 
future of the great northern interior of 
the province, which he has proved by the 
time he has spent there prospecting and 
exploring, a work which will prove of 
untold benefit to the province and for 
which the Captain is about to earn a well 
deserved reward, through the interest 
capitalists are taking in the country. 
There is some splendid agricultural land 
in the valley of the Finlay and Parsnip 
rivers and the winters are not nearly as 
severe as they are around Quesnelie. On 
the Finlay river Inst winter there were 
but a few inches of frost and very little 
snow, so that it is favorable for both 
the miner and farmer. However, fhey 
have to pass through a rough country to 
reach these more favorable districts. 

John Boberts, a former Victorian, lost 
his life on Mnnson creek last winter, 
falling from one of tho flumes on Col. 
Wright's mine and breaking Ids neck. 
His companion, a man named Smith, 
was in a terrible way over the accident 
nnd .at his request Capt. Blnck held an 
investigation, arriving nt tho conclusion 
that the fatality was purely accidental. 
Boberts wns a native of London. Eng. 
Ho wns formerly a sealer, a member of 
the crew of a Victoria schooner; On.pt. 
Black is desirous of communicating with 
Roberts' friends. 

At Fort George, Capt. Black w.ts 
again called upon to exercise his powers 
as a magistrate. An Indian had been ar- 
rested for robbing the Hudson's Buy 
company's store at Quesnelie nnd bad 
been followed to Fort George. As he re- 
turned tho stolen money and the com- 
pany did not wish to prosecute, the 
bnrge wns dismissed. 

Capt. Black denies the report publish- 
ed some weeks ago that be was in some 
way connected with the Grider expedi- 
tion.- He says he knows nothing of Gri- 
der or his schemes.

Key West, May 0.— (d p.m.)— Commo- 
dore Watson this afternoon received or- 
ders from Washington, instantly to re- 
lease the French Mail steamer Lafay- 
ette and to send her to Havana under 
escort. The capture of the Frenchman 
by the gnnhoat Annapolis turns out to 
have been an unfortunate incident re- 
sulting from mistake, but no protest has 
been made to the representatives of the 
French government in the Untied States. 
Officials declare that this will close the 
affair. It appears that before the La- 
fayette sailed for Havana the French le- 
gation in Washington was instructed to 
communicate with the state department. 
ThiB was done and permission granted 
to the steamer to enter and discharge 
her passengers and cargo, with the un- 
derstanding that she would take on 
nothing .there. Instructions for the ful- 
'fillm'ciit of this agreement were sent 
from Washington to Admiral Sampson's 
squadron and it was, only learned to- 
day, after the capture was made, that 
they were never delivered. This after- 
noon United States Commissioner Otto, 
United States District Attorney Strip- 
ling, and a number of other federal oiil- 
eials went out to the Lafayette, exam- 
ined her papers and cabled the state de- 
partment for instructions. These came 
without delay in the form of an order 
to Commodore Watson. 

The capture was .affected shortly be-.' 
fort? sundown, the story being 'thus told: 
"The Lafayette, while heading for Hav- 
ana, was boarded by an otlicer' froni 
the Annapolis and warned not to .en- 
ter the port. She afterwards made "an 
attempt to do so, and was taken after 
an exciting chase. The Wilmington, 
Newport and Merrill took part in the 
capture of the- Frenchman. After an 1 
examination of the Lafayette's papers 
she was made a prize ami a crew from 
the Annapolis was placed aboard and she 
was sent to Key West, escorted, by the 
Wilmington. Previous to this step be- 
ing taken, Commodore Hunter, of the 
Annapolis, the temporary flag otlicer, 
and Commander C O. Todd, • of the 
Wilmington, exchanged signals over un 
hour. Despite the 'international question 
thought to bo involved in the capture of 
a French steamer, they linnlly deemed 
to send her to Key Weat. The fact 
that she left the Spanish port of Cor- 
nnnn on April HZ, after- the declaration 
of war on April 21, seems to warrant 
holding the Lafayette." 

FLOODS IN ARKANSAS. 

Rivers at the Highest on Record ami 
Rain' Yet Falling in Torrents. 

Little Rock, Ark., May C— A special / 
from Vnnbliren, Ark., suys water s|Kaits 
and torrents have played havoc there and 
done hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of damage. Three houses were 
blown down eight miles east of here last 
night, nnd it is reported that Winslow. 
a summer resort on the top of the Bos- 
ton mountain, is entirely gone. Two 
bridges on the 'Frisco road over Clear 
creek have been swept away and the- 
road abandoned. Their trains have run 
for two days around via Claremoro, I. 
T., and then down the Kansas and Ar- 
knnsis valley road, but the latter had a 
nyo mile washout and 300 yards of land- 
slide and A r anburen is now entirely cut 
off, save by way of Little Rock. 

The Arkansas river is twenty-live miles 
wide in places and is now four inches 
higher than it was in 1892, which was 
the highest on record. All last night 
boats were busy in the bottoms rescuing 
the inhabitants. Thpusands were res- 
cued and it is feared that many have 
been drowned. Two houses were seen 
going down the river, but boatmen coubi 
not reach them. Rain is falling in tor- 
rents and tho end is not in sight.

Washington Puzzled by the Long 
Silence, but Confident of 
His Safety. 



Spain at Least JIas Not Triumphed 
or the World Would Be

' Washington, May 6.— After another 
day of waiting in the navy and state 



departments the doors again wore closed 
this evening without a word from Com- 
modore Dewey or other reliable source 
as to what happened at Manila after 
the cable broke. During the course of 
the day, there were rumors that the 
cable communication had been restored, 
but these were soon found to be base- 
less and the excitement subsided. One 
comfort the officials take in the situa- 
tion, although it is of u negative charac- 
ter, is thut the lack of communication 
is a probable evidence that the Span- 
iards at .least are not in control at 
Manila, else they would speedily com 
munieate that fact to the rest of the 
■world through the cable. If the sileuc 
means anything it is believed not to be 
more serious than that Commodore 
Dewey had been delayed in carrying out 
fully his plans for the occupation of 
Manila. In other words it may not have 
been possible for the Commodore within 
the short space of two days to effect the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet, the 
silencing of the forts at Cavite, the sei- 
zure of Corregidor island, the capture 
of Manila and finally the restoration of 
cable communication. If he has been 
delayed beyond Tuesday or Wednesday 
in carrying out this extensive programme 
it is not at all surprising that he has 
not been heard from through a despatch 
boat. , , 

The state department is in close touch 
with Consul Wildman at Hongkong, 
who is expected to supply the earliest 
possible news from the Philippines. The 
only message received from the consul 
to-day was one informing the department 
that four families of refugees from the 
Philippines had petitioned for admission 
to United States citizenship, something 
manifestly impossible for the consul to 
grant under the naturalization laws. 

It is barely possible that the first news 
to come may be through British sources 
inasmuch as all British cable subven- 
tions contain a clause giving to the 
British government precedence in an 
emergency. 

Respecting Admiral Sampson's move- 
ments, the department is still mute, al- 
though it is apparent that interesting 
news is expected on that subject within 
the next few days. Therefore, it is 
quite certain that the rumor which ori- 
ginated in London to the effect that 
Sampson has undertaken a campaign on 
the Canaries is dismissed without at- 
tracting attention at the hands of the 
oflieinls. since it would be manifestly 
impossible for the Admiral to arrive at. 
the. Canaries within so short a space of 
time as three days. Again the moni- 
tors in. his fleet could not carry coal 
rough to make the passage. Moreover 
the naval strategy .board is not. sending 
out notifications of contemplated strate- 
gic movements. A leading diplomatic 
official naid there was no reason why 
foreign nations should be given advance 
information of an attack on the Canar- 
ies. Since the United States was con- 
ducting a war it had the right, he said, 
to choose its own points of attack with- 
out keeping another government advised 
of its purposes. The London report 
that the Continental powers were seek- 
ing to hnve England join them in inter- 
vention is lacking in varification in offi- 
cial and diplomatic quarters here. The 
state department has received no sug- 
gestion of such intervention and does 
not believe it is contemplated. 

Hongkong, May (!. — No news has yet 
been received from Manila. - The McCul- 
loch is consederably overdue and some 
anxiety is expressed. 

London, May 6, — The Exchange Tele- 
graph company asserts on the highest 
authority that the United States dispatch 
boat Hugh McCulloch, when she reached 
Mirs Bay, near Hongkong, a few days 
ago, heard of the victory of Commodore 
Dewey's squadron and hurried hack to 
Manila for dispatches. It is further said 
that the McCulloch cannot get back to 
Hongkong until to-morrow, when she is 
expected to have most important news. 
PARIS TAKES OFFENCE. 
London, May 7. — The Paris correspon- 
dent of the Daily Telegraph says: The 
effect upon Paris of the seizure of the 
steamship Lafayette is clear enough. Al- 
ready a rather bitter feeling against the 
United States has arisen, and this in- 
cident will certainly not tend to dimin- 
ish it. It. is demonstrated eventually 
that there was nothing to justify the sei- 
zure, the government may be expected to 
make the very strongest protest. Some 
angry expressions are to be hoard and 



arrangements have been made with the 
prefect of police for the efficient protec- 
tion of the United States embassy. The 
place is well guarded by policemen and 
detectives in view of any possible hos- 
tile demonstrations. 

CANNONA DING HEARD. 
Port Au Prince, Hayti, May 0. — The 
German steamer Valdivia, from Ham- 
burg on March 21 for St. Thomas, where 
she arrived on April 15, has put into 
Aux Cayes, on the south coast of Hayti. 
She reports having met a British war- 
ship escorting westward six barks, na- 
tionality unknown, apparently laden with 
coal. On April lit! cannonading was 
hl'urd seaward from Jeremio, the .Huy- 
tiari seaport situated about 123 miles 
vest of this place. 

SENOlt POLO'S DEPARTURE. 
London, May 7. — According to a dis- 
patch to the Standard from Toronto, it 
is believed there that Senor Polo de Ber- 
nabe's departure was due to representa- 
tions from Lord Salisbury based on the 
report from the British ambassador at 
Washington, Sir Julian Pauncefoto, that 
American opinion was opposed to Seno 
Polo remaining in Canada.

PORTO RIO OEXPECTANT. 

Arrival of Spanish Fleet and Bombard- 
ment by American Squadron 
Hourly Looked For. 

New York, May G.— A San .Tuan de 
Porto Rico dispatch to the Evening 
World this afternoon says: "Tin; Span- 
ish Cape Verde lleet is expected here 
daily, and groat preparations for its re- 
ception have been made. Orders have 
been received to prepare forty thous- 
and rations for the lleet. 'This 
notice emanates from a high official 
and is probably misleading. Neverthe- 
less all indications point to its' truth. 
The harbor has been cleared of vessels 
to make room for the anchorage of the 
fleet. All merchantmen have been null- 
ed up under the protection of the hills, 
fearing a bombardment to-morrow by 
the American ileet, news of which the 
cable has corroborated. 

The Spanish liner Alfonzo XIII. has 
arrived in port witJi a large cargo of 
provisions and ammunition. The Isa- 
bella is the only warship here. There 
have been several midnight arrests and 
deportations of American sympathizers. 
This morning Mulsted was court-martial- 
led. The prosecutor asked nine years' 
imprisonment. 



SPANISH DISORDERS. 

Rioters Burn Court House, Release 
Prisoners and Seize Supply of 
Provisions. 

Madrid, May C (2 p.m.)— Further dis- 
orders are reported from different parts 
of the provinces and especially from 
Marcia, capital of the province of that 
name, thirty miles from Carthagena 
The rioters were composed mainly ol 
striking minors, who cut the telegraph 
wires and set tire to the law courts, burn- 
ing the archives. The rioters also made 
an attack upon the local jail, beat in the 
doors and released the prisoners. Fin- 
ally the rioting strikers have interrup 
ted railroad communication with Mar 
cia, and have destroyed a store by the 
use dynamite, distributing the provisions 
which it contained. The situation is re- 
garded as being very serious. 



SOUP. 

Miss Livingstone Demonstrates How to 
Make It Tasteful and 'Whole- 
some. 

A large and intensely enthusiastic au- 
dience gathered in the city hall last night 
on the occasion of Miss Livingston 
second practical demonstration lecture 
scientific cookery. The Lieutenant-G 
ernor in a neat little speech introduced 
the lecturer, and emphasized the iinpor 
tance of a knowledge of scientific prin 
ciples in the household cookery of these 
modern days in which so many are 
forced to lead a more or less artificial 
life. Miss Livingstone has a pleasingly- 
clear stylo of speaking. She told of 
the connection between good food and 
good morals; and depreciating the vulgar 
"reverence for costliness." showed that 
the success of a dinner depends mainly 
upon the judgment and taste of the 
cook. Two soups were made — one hav- 
ing "stock" for its basis the other be- 
ing a plain milk soup. The few who 
tasted the finished product like Oliver 
"asked for more;" the rest were under 
the necessity of looking for happinc 
through the eyes of others. The meet- 
ing closed with the National Anthem 
and the announcement that the regular 
course of lessons will. begin on Monday 
at IS in the >- oms of the Y.W.C.A. oil 
Uue street.

' Strong Market in Now York Though 
the Day's Changes Make Lower 
Quotations Generally. 

New York, May (J. — There were very 
striking elements of strength in to-day's 
stock market notwithstanding the fact, 
that most of the day's changes are on 
the side of losses. Bull sentiment hud 
several severe drawbacks to contend 
with and the selling pressure on tin? 
market was at times very heavy. Again 
and again the buying demand was sulll- 
cleiit to overcome all obstacles and to 
absorb all offerings, carrying prices up- 
ward on a large volume of business, lt 
was not until the final hour that the 
market succumbed to the burden of 
liquidation, and yielding practically all 
earlier gains and establishing loss's 
ranging up to two per cent, in some of 
the specialties. The selling for London 
account was the heaviest for many 
weeks and was estimated at 50,000 
shares. Rock Island, Omaha. North 
West, New York Central and South 
Western stocks were conspicuously 
strong. The latter on the excellent pros- 
pects of winter wheat crop in the South 
"West. Rome of the specialties were al- 
so conspicuously strong, notably tobacco. 

The Evening Post's financial cable 
from London to-day says: "The stock 
markets here were quiet and dull to- 
day. Consols were lower on the tempor- 
arily dearer money, due to preparations 
for the indemnity payment by China to- 
morrow and in consequence of which 
the market had to borrow about £3,000,-

THE "IMPOSSIBLE" ACCOM- 
PLISHED. 

When the statement was made that 
(he Klondyke Mining, Trading and 
Trititsport Corporation would send teams 
from the mouth of the Stikine to Tos- 
lin Luke, the general expression of opin- 
ion was that the thing was an impossi- 
bility. It was pointed out that such a 
thing never h id been done, and the diffi- 
culties and dangers were alleged to bo 
ho great that it was utter folly to think 
about making such a journey. Never- 
theless it. party was sent out, and though, 
owing to the exceptional character of 
the season, it was very late in getting on 
the way, the ground has doubtless by 
this time been fully covered. 

On March 2-1, 0. J. McLennan left 
Wrangel with a few passengers who had 
engaged the above company to take them 
through to the lake. A letter from Glen 
ora, dated April 2,'?, announces Uiat he 
was well on his way at that time to the 
lake and would arrive there very soon 
if he had not already done so. If this 
has been accomplished it speaks much 
for Mr. McLennan for he found the 
road from the river to the lake nnsuit- 
ed to the sleds which he had taken 
with him. He has thus established the 
feasibility of such a route and has shown 
that in a ilbrmal winter it will he pos- 
sible to open and keep open n road for 
the entire distance. This is a matter of 
very great importance, for since it is 
possible to transport gnods by team the 
entire distance to Lake Teslin from the 
Const, it will be possible to do so for a 
part of the distance, and therefore if a 
railway is put through for a part of 
the stretch between the river and the 
lake this year, it will be quite practi- 
cable to keep open a regular line of 
communication from Wraugel to Yukon 
points by way of the Stikine during the 
greater part of next winter. 



ADVANCE, BRITISH COLUMBIA'. 

The cry of the people of British Colum- 
bia has been for a bold" ami aggressive 
policy, which would lead to the develop- 
ment of the great resources of the prov- 
ince, attract immigration and capital and 
generally contribute to its prosperity. 
This demand has been wholly reasonable. 
It has found expression in the opposi- 
tion press. It has been urged by the 
opposition members of the legislature. 
The members of the house who usually 
vote with the government have united 
in the demand. The press which sup- 
porls the government has taken a strong 
attitude in favor of it. The Colonist 
can fairly claim to have occupied nil 
advanced position in regard to such a 
policy. To meet this demand much fore- 
sight, faith and courage have been re- 
quired— foresight to discover not only 
what ought to be done, but what, could 
he done; faith in the extent and value 
■of the resources of the province; courage 
to meet the criticism that will and 
ought to be directed to every proposition 
involving large public expenditures. We 
feel that we can say of the Loan bill, 
the second reading of which Hon. Mr. 
Tairner moved yesterday, that it displays 
in a high degree these three admirable 
and necessary qualities. If it becomes 
the law of the province and its several 
provisions are acted upon, Mr. Turner 
and hia colleagues will take a place 
in the history of British Columbia and 
Canada, scarcely second to any public 
men the Dominion has produced, as pro- 
moters of material prosperity. The priv- 
ilege which Mr. Turner had yesterday, 
of standing in his place in the house and 
announcing that the government of 
which he is the leader has made ar- 
rangements which will secure the, im- 
mediate beginning of two great, lines of 
railway from the Pacific Coast, of the 
province to the interior, one through the 
southern and the other through the 
northern part of the province, and both 
to open to the world great gold fields, 
was one that it has never fallen to the 
lot of any provincial premier to equal 
and has been surpassed in the history of 
Canada only by the announcement of 
the perfecting of arrangements for the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific. 
These two railways involve the construc- 
tion of over eight hundred miles of road, 
through and to connect with what un- 
doubtedly are the richest gold-bearing re- 
gions in the world, but whose resources 
are not limited by the wealth which may 
be dug out of the bowels of the earth. 
The Premier stated his case so modestly 
that possibly the house hardly grasped 
its full significance; hut it was an epoch- 
making declaration, presuming of course 
that the house places the government 
in a position to carry out the arrange- 
ments which have been provisionally 
made. 

Prom thp outset the Colonist has ask- 
ed the members of the legislature to ap- 
proach this great question from a non- 
parlizan standpoint. The credit for ori- 
ginating this bold and comprehensive 
poli.'.v hiust rest ,. with the government; 



but the credit for its adoption can be 
shared in by members on both sides of 
the house. The question rises so far 
above all considerations of party politics, 
that one does not see them at ail when 
regarding it, any more than when we 
look upon some grand .mountain peak, 
rising clear and white into the blue 
heavens, we notice the mists which ling- 
er in the shadows of the foothills. It: is 
not too much to say that the eyes of 
Canada are upon British Columbia at 
this crisis. . Let our legislature acquit 
itself so that it will centre upon our 
province the eyes of the civilized world. 
We do not pretend to know how all 
the members will vote upon this loan 
bill; hut we do know that the man who 
by his vote shall contribute to the de- 
feat of the measure assumes a respon- 
sibility before the country, which noth- 
ing he may hereafter do as a public man 
will efface. A great policy has been an- 
nounced. There is no alternative pol- 
icy to be considered. It is this or noth- 
ing. The Dominion government has de- 
clared that it will do nothing for the 
railway to the North 'this year. Tin- 
railway in the South cannot be carried 
out unless this bill becomes law. If this 
hill docs not go through a year with all 
its priceless opportunities will bo lost. 
What man is there who dares take the 
responsibility of this? Is there an in- 
dividual in the house who will let his 
partisan foldings so blind his eyes to the 
great advantage of immediate action 
that he will not see where his duty lies 
in this great emergency? 

The two new features in the loan bill 
are the extension of the railway provided 
for last year from the Coast to the On- 
lurubln river, and the line from the Coast 
to Teslin lake. As nearly every one knows 
new hill amends, provided for a line from 
English Bluff on the Coast to Boundary 
Creek. This was recognized us 
incomplete, but it was all that the 
government felt able to ask the house to 
grant at that time. It was hoped that 
the outstanding laud subsidy would be 
sufficient, with what aid the Dom iuion 
government would give to secure the 
construction • of the whole line. This 
anticipation has not been realized, but 
the government is now in a position to 
announce that if u subsidy of $4,000 a 
mile is given for the whole line from the 
Coast to the Columbia the construction 
of the road will be at once begun. We 
do not believe there is any difference of 
opinion in the province as to the desira- 
bility of giving effect to this plan. The 
railway will be one of very great import- 
ance. It will open a splendid section 
of country. It will add enormously to 
the prosperity of those portions of the 
southern part of the province where set- 
tlers and miners are already established. 
It will tie the Const more closely than 
ever to the interior, open new markets 
for our merchants and farmers, give an 
impetus to the setthneut of a very valu- 
able region and generally supply a new 
artery for industrial life along four hun- 
dred miles of the fairest p.?r4!ou of Can- 
ada. Surely for such a line of policy no 
argument is needed. 

' The plan for the construction of a 
railway from the Coast to Lake Teslin 
is one that will stant the closest /investi- 
gation. If we argue for it more at Idigth 
than for the other enterprise, it is not 
because its merits are less but because 
they arc less understood. One great 
beauty of the plan for the northern road 
is that it illustrates the truth of what 
Mr. Turner said in his speech yesterday 
—that as we grow older we learn better 
how to deal with enterprises of this na- 
ture. At first the province thought the 
best way to secure railways was to 
give large land grants. Then it 
decided to ' pledge its credit in 
the way of guaranteeing bonds. 
The next step was that adopted last 
year, namely of giving a definite amount 
out and out; the connection of the prov- 
ince with the undertaking to cease when 
the subsidy had been paid. This is the 
plan on which the Coast-Columbia and 
the Bute-Quesnelle road were subsidized. 
This year's plan is that adopted in con- 
nection with the northern railway, and is 
the greatest advance in railway subsi- 
dizing that has been made in Canada. 
The government gives n subsidy, which 
is not payable until the road is in a po- 
sition to earn money, and immediately 
the rond begins to earn anything it he- 
gins to pay back into the treasury the 
money which it received. It pays it back 
first in taxes, and next . in a 
fixed per ccntagc of its gross 
earnings. It the road earns .$100 the 
province will get S4, no matter how 
much it costs to operate the line. It is 
IllUS very clear, that, as the charge for 
interest nud sinking fund on the subsidy 
is 1 per cent, when the earnings of the 
road reach $4,000 a mile, that is the 
gross earnings, remember, without tak- 
ing into account flu- operating expenses 
or any charges which the company may 
he ,-it for interest, the subsidy will cease 
to he a charge upon the .province. If 
the gross earnings exceed $4,000 a mile 
the provincial interest, in the railway will 
be a source of revenue to the province. 
Pour thousand dollars n mile is by no 
means a largo nniount to put down for 
the earnings of a railway through such 
a country and leading to a region of 
such inestimable wealth ns the Yukon, 
so we are not: surprised that the intend- 
ing contractors have stipulated that (hoy 
fchall be at liberty at tiny time to pay off 
the subsidy so as to relievo the road from 
this 4 per cent, charge. This arrange- 
ment is a distinct advance upon all pre- 
vious plans made in Canada for subsi- 
dizing railways and we are sure will 
commend itself to public opinion not only 
within hut outside of the province. The 
other details of the agreement are im- 
portant, such ns the immediate construc- 
tion of the wagon road, the immediate 
beginning of work on both sections, the 
government: control of freight rates and 
the selection of the ocean terminus by 
the government. Taken all in all, we 



think the most captious critics must ad- 1 
mit that the interests of the province 
have been closely safeguarded in the con- 
tract which the government proposes to 
make with Messrs. Mackenzie, Maun & 
Co. 

The construction of this railway to the 
North will bo in the hands of men who 
are strong financially and whose exper- 
ience in railway work has been exten- 
sive. Messrs. Mackenzie, Mann & Co. 
arc among the ablest railway construc- 
tors in America. They have a reputa- 
tion for energy and business integrity 
which renders their undertaking to do a 
given piece of work a guarantee that it 
will be done in the time and manner 
specified; but in this instance they of- 
fer a direct pledge of good faith in the 
shape of a deposit of .$75,000 for each 
section of the railway, or .$150,000 in 
all. It is, of course, their interest to 
push the contract: to completion at the 
earliest possible day. The sooner the 
work is done, the sooner it will earn 
money, and so likewise the sooner it 
will begin to repay the subsidy, which 
is in point of fact more in the nature 
of .in advance than a gift, as is usually 
the case with government contributions 
to railway undertakings. 

Mr. Turner in his speech estimated 
that the returns from the 4 per cent, 
would amount to 550,000 a year. What 
the revenue would be from the taxes on 
the road is easily calculated. The value 
per mile for assessment purposes is 
iixed at .$2000 per mile, instead of $3000 
as is the case with broad gauge roads. 
The mileage is 100 miles, which gives 
$800,000 of taxable property. This at 
three-fifths of one per cent., the rate 
applying to the railway, will yield .$4,S00 
a year. This brings the estimated re- 
ceipts from the railway up to within 
.$10,000 of what will be needed to meet 
the interest and sinking fund. To this 
must be added the personal tax of .$,'5 
per capita, wuich each employee of the 
road must nay, which, with the other 
taxes derivable from the employees of 
the road, wili reduce the estimated cost 
of this subsidy to the province to about 
$S,000 a year from the outset and this 
will he liable to reduction yearly there- 
after, until as has been said above, the 
charge will be extinguished and the 
railway be a source of clear gnin to the 
province, unless the company owning 
it shall repay the subsidy. Is there any 
reason to doubt such a result ? We do 
not believe there is. No one can under- 
take to say what the resources of the 
Yukon and Northern British Columbia 
are, but there is sufficient evidence to 
warrant legislation in aid of rail- 
way construction in the manner contem- 
plated. We know that more than a 
quarter of a million square miles of ter- 
ritory in Canada and a large area in 
interior Alaska will be tributary to this 
railway, no matter how many other 
lines may in the future be built to tap 
these great interior gold fields. This 
railway, coining to the Coast in a more 
southerly latitude than any other pos- 
sible route, following a course to the 
north behind the Coast range, where the 
snow fall is comparatively light, inter- 
secting a region of great promise, afford- 
ing access to a vast territory to the 
Last, and Northeast and reaching the 
head waters of the fittest of the Yukon 
tributaries, will be exceptionally well- 
situated to compete for traffic when 
competition becomes possible. That tin.' 
northern gold fields will be permanent 
is no longer a matter of doubt For 
these reasons we claim that the propos- 
ed subsidy may properly be regarded as 
an advance to the company constructing 
the line of -in amount not much more 
than sufficient to pay the freight charges 
on provisions and material used in con- 
struction, from Victoria or Vancouver to 
the scene of operations. This bargain 
is :m exceptionally favorable one, es- 
pecially when we remember that in ad- 
dition a public wagon road 150 miles 
long is to be built by the company. As 
a business arrangement the plan agreed 
upon will stand the closest scrutiny. 

The great majority of the people of 
British Columbia, without regard to lo- 
cality or political sympathy, will endorse 
the whole policy which finds expression 
in the Loan bill. Those residents of 
Kootenay, who are said to be hostile to 
that portion of the measure which pro 
vides for the railway to the Yukon, will 
surely see that the plan submitted to the 
house is one to which they cannot re- 
fuse their support. Surely the people of 
that favored portion of British Columbia 
will not be so utterly sectional as to 
expect their representatives to withhold 
their sanction from this measure as an 
entirety. Is there a shadow of doubt 
that, if such a plan, ns that tor the Yu- 
kon railway, were proposed for a line In 
any part of Kootenay. every voter in 
that part of the country would hold up 
both hands for it? Would they not say 
at once that all tlx- province is asked to 
do in effect is to borrow the money and 
let the railway pay the interest and 
sinking fund? Will the people of I he 
Lower Fraser justify their representa- 
tives in blocking projects that will open 
to the farmers of British Columbia thn 
best markets in America? We do not be- 
lieve they will, any more than the peop'e 
of the Coast cities would support their 
representatives in such a course. Tin; 
measure is in the hands of the house. 
We look for its passage by a good major- 
ity, but would bo more than gratified to 
chronicle that it had met with unani- 
mous support. Some days ago the Col- 
onist appealed to Mr. Sornlin, as lender 
of the opposition, to throw partisanship 
to the winds for the occasion nnd join 
hands with the government in currying 
through tllis great measure. He will re- 
sume the debate on Monday, and he has 
the political opportunity of his life.. He 
can rise at one stop to as high a pedestal 
as ever was occupied by the leader of a 
provincial opposition in Canada, by clos- 
ing his speech with seconding the Pre- 
mier's motion for the second reading of

the bill. He would lose nothing, but nn 
the contrary would gain immensely by 
such a course. It would bo a fitting cul- 
mination to his political record. Next 
Monday will be the beginning of the last 
week of the last session of the present 
parliament of British Columbia. Let it 
be the beginning of n new era in the 
history of our imperial province. Let thv> 
representatives of the people show the 
world that, differ as they may on politi- 
cal issues, they are as one on the great 
question of provincial development, one 
in their faith in the resources of "British 
Columbia, one in their determination 
that the golden opportunity at hand shall 
not slip by unimproved. Let both sides 
of the house proclaim as with one voice: 
Advance, British Columbia! 

It is worthy of note that the Fifth 
Regiment band of Seattle at the close of 
one of the "patriotic concerts" given in 
that city, stood up, uncovered their heads 
and played ''God Save the Queen." In 
order thnt there might be no mistake 
about what was intended, owing to the 
fact that "America" is sung to the same 
air, the Seattle Times explains the net 
was specially intended ns a recognition 
of the kindly feeling of the British peo- 
ple everywhere towards the United 
States.

GOING WELL EQUIPPED. 

London Gold Seekers Who Anticipate 
The Conditions of the North 

One of the most thoroughly equipped 
expeditions yet organized for the Klon- 
dike is that of the Pioneer Mining and 
Trading Corporation, Limited. This 
company lias its headquarters in Loudon 
and has procured fully fifty tons of pro- 
visions us well as completo outfits for 
the twelve members of the company who 
will set out in two weeks for the Klon- 
dike via the Stikine from Vancouver, 
where they have purchased their provis- 
ions and equipment. The party take with 
them a steel boat 40x8, packed in sec- 
tions and built by the Thames Iron 
Works; it is to be propelled by a power- 
ful gasoline engine. 

Two membra of the party, Mr. A. 0. 
Field and Mr. Arthur Boyle, have been 
in Victoria for the past week and say 
that they propose when reaching the 
gold fields, to spend the reniainiled of 
tllis year in prospecting and buying up 
claims. They will also establish posts 
and begin trading operations next year. 
All the party have travelled extensively 
and are experienced in mining. The 
manager of the party. Captain J. A. 
Mangold, is a mining expert and has had 
years of practical experience, and in fact 
none of the party are novices in gold 
mining. 

The party lost heavily by the recent 
fire in Vancouver, the warehouse in 
whicli their goods and boat were stored 
being among the buildings almost de- 
stroyed, ami much of their provisions 
being lost, with part of the steel boat, 
which the party found to their surprise, 
could be repaired at Vancouver as well 
as in London. 



NOKTHPOUT ABLAZE. 

Entire Business Part of the Little Bord- 
er Town Destroyed. 

"The entire business part, of North- 
port from the station to the bridge, with 
the sole exception of Kendrick's brick 
store was burned to the ground yester- 
day morning," said B. Dnlby Mnrkill 
last evening. Mr. and Mrs. Morkill 
were in Northport. at. the time as the 
guests of Dr. and Mrs. Armstrong, and 
they witnessed the whole of the conflag- 
ration. 

"The hlaze started about '20 minutes 
past four, in a little tailor shop back of 
Maddon's saloon," continued -Mr. Mor- 
kill, "and the cause is supposed to have 
been the explosion of a coal oil lamp. 
The fire burned hack to the bluff, and 
then as the wind was towards the river 
the course of the (lames was changed to- 
wards the Columbia. Up the little main 
street the (ire raged in boih directions 
until it burned itself out for luck of 
fuel, and it was after eight, o'clock be- 
fore the flames subsided. 

"By singular good chance all the people 
sleeping in the doomed buildings were 
awakened and got out: safely, so that 
there was 110 loss of life. The lack of 
water supply almost annulled any efforts 
to check tin? flames, hut the citizens did 
fine work in saving the contents of the 
business houses and residences. Dyna- 
miting was resorted to but did little 
good, Practically everything movable 
was saved, though of course the dam- 
age ranged from HO to 50 per cent. 

"It is hard to estimate the amount, of 
damage, though V should say that at. 
least 7f> buildings were destroyed. 
Though hundreds of people were ren- 
dered homeless yet there will he no suf- 
fering, for the wenther is line anil the' 
people have secured tents for temporary 
homes until they can rebuild; while there 
is no scarcity of provisions."— Rosshiml 
Miner.

UNSURPASSED FACILITIES. 

Victoria No Longer to be Isolated Tele- 
grahically— Increased Rates Sug- 
gested. 

Although rough water in the Straits 
has somewhat interfered with the op- 
erations of the men under Mr. Girrard s 
direction, the work of relaying the short 
cable between Port Crescent and Beochy 
Bay has been satisfactorily completed, 
and so soon as the land lines from 
Port Angeles to Port Crescent and from 
Beochy Bay to Victoria can bo strung, 
11 new and very desirable avenue of 
communication will have been establish- 
ed between Vancouver Island and the 
Pacific Postal system to the South. 

The new four-wire cable connecting 
Vancouver and Departure Bay is doing 
good work as anticipated— with little 
or no danger of interruption during ten 
years to come— ami the O.P.K. will thus 
have in operation within a very few 
weeks live reliable, instead of one un- 
reliable wire from Vancouver Island. 

Naturally much of the southern busi- 
ness from Mainland as well 11s Island 
will be passed over the Angeles cable 
soon as it is in working order, the 
pressure on the California wire from 
Vancouver being thereby relieved and 
a quicker service secured to patrons of 
the company. 

Besides these C.P.R. connections, the 
Western Union will have their wires 
into Victoria by Dominion Day, and with 
these new services British Columbia's 
capital instead of being telegraphically 
isolated will possess facilities of com- 
munication second to those of no city 
on the Coast. 

Those who look for reduced rates in 
consequence of competition will, how- 
ever, be fated to disappointment. These 
matters are not local, rates being fix- 
ed by company agreement, and the prob- 
ability is that instead of reducing tolls 
the entry of the field by the Western 
Union will increase the telegraphic 
charges to ami from Victoria— on the 
principle that the amount of business is 
not capable of supporting two compan- 
ies on. the present scale of message 
charges.

THE RAILWAY BILL. 
On the second reading being reached 
the Public Works Loan Amendment 
, Mr. Semlin rose to say that ho pro- 
ted against the bill being road a 
second time until the information he had 
asked for in his resolution earlier in the 
day was brought down. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied that it would 
have been impossible to bring down the 
Information as asked for in any other 
shape than during tin? second reading 
for practically all the important mat- 
ters had been arranged by interviews 
with the parties. This was because it 
had been found better to discuss the 
conditions first and then have them put 
into writing. lie thought that the in- 
formation In- would give on the second 
reading of the bill would be found so 
full that: he who ran would be able to 
lead and Understand. 

Proceeding to move the second read- 
ing of the bill Hon. Mr. Turner said: 
.Mr. Speaker, as has already been stated 
frequently this is a most important bill 
—one of the most important that has 
been brought into the house this session, 
although there have been so many im- 
portant bills before us this session look- 
ing to tlio development of British Col- 
umbia that I find it: difficult to say 
which is the most important of the num- 
ber. Still it cannot lie doubted that 
this bill takes its place as the most im- 
portant measure to be placed before the 
house for consideration. Owing to the 
fact that the present rules of the house 
do not make it necessary to reproduce 
the sections which are to be amended 
the bill is perhaps on the face of it a 
little misleading to the general public 
without an explanation. It might seem 
at first sight as if it is proposed by this 
bill to borrow $5,000,000; but as a fact 
it is only to give power to borrow 
$2,500,000 more than has already been 
authorized by the bill which was passed 
by the legislature last session and which 
the present: bill proposes to amend. In 
the bill which passed the house last year 
several very important lines which again 
appear iu this present: bill are provided 
for. Those roads are the one from Fen- 
tlcton to Boundary Creek, the road from 
the Coast, to Penticton and the road 
from Unto Inlet to Quesnelle, or 5(10 
miles in all.

..(lint for the development of British Col- 
"umln'u it is absolutely necessary to have 
that ' extreme northern portion of the 
province "poned up by means of rail- 
SyiiysJ It was by a bold pr'oKressive 
policy of aiding railways that has i had 
the 'desirable effct of developing . the 
:Kootenay ami Okanagan country hi '.the 
'southern part of the province and lias 
brought about such niugniUccnt! results. 
Now 'it. is proposed to go hundreds of 
Wiles" North to develop those sections 
which had hitherto in a large measure 
lain dormant. I feel sure, that such a 
bold progressive policy is acceptable to 
the province. It is lierhaps a large sum 
'of, money, but the , government in en- 
''t'ou raged in bringing In the bjll from 
the fact that: we ;know of . tho success 
ajttentjliVg' the ruilway wrtrks already . as- 
sisted by the proviiice! Ii: is really owing 
to thejioli'cy of this government in sub- 
sidizing such roads as, the Columbia & 
AVcsterii,, the Shuswup \v Okanagan, the 
■Casio Sc Sldean and other lines that 
these lines wore built anil the country 
opened hp to the extent that it is to : day. 
I do not believe that Kootenay would 
to-day be returning one quarter or even 
one-tenth of the revenue she is now do- 
ing if it- had 'not' been' for undertaking 
such enterprises, for beyond a shadow 
of doubt those railways would not have 
boon built so speedily had it not been 
for government: assistance. There have 
been many opinions as to tup most ad- 
vantageous method for subsidizing rail- 
ways. Several methods have been tried 
and these have been modified from time 
to time as experience and better know- 
ledge of conditions had indicated as de- 
sirable. At first little was known of 
the conditions and results could not ho 
reasonably anticipated, hut as time 
went on the province gradually changed 
its policy until last year, when' the house 
had adopted the pla of granting a sub- 
sidy, of so much per mile. There was 
an uncertainty about the system of guar- 
anteeing bonds as to the exact amounts 
which the province would have to pay 
and consequently the government believ- 
ed that: the present plan of a cash sub- 
sidy with participating benefits is the 
best method. Of course, there are people 
who advocate state ownership of rail- 
ways and u great deal may be said in 
favor of that, policy as applied to cer- 
tain countries. In New Zealand I be- 
lieve that this has been to a certain ex- 
tent successful, though the blue books 
do not give all the details necessary to 
show that the success has been as great 
as claimed. Still there can bo no com- 
parison between New Zealand and Brit- 
ish Columbia for. the conditions in the 
two countries are so different. In New 
Zealand the population is distributed 
evenly over the whole country, and be- 
ing a colony by itself and not a prov- 
ince the government lias control of the 
tariff revenues, an advantage which 
British Columbia does not possess. Hav- 
ing control of its tariff and all other 
sources of revenue New Zealand is in 
a position to which we can never attain. 
It can not only vary its tariff to meet 
. its requirements but it can control its 
railway absolutely. I will not discuss 
whether the Dominion would bo wise or 
not to take over the 'railway system of 
Canada, but I do say that British Col- 
umbia as a province is not in a. position 
to undertake such a grave responsibil- 
ity on its own behalf. In New eZuland, 
though it appears that many linos do 
not pay, yet on the average and by the 
big profits made on the lines running 
through the more thickly settled portions 
of the colony the average return is some- 
thing like 31-3 per cent on the expendi- 
ture. It is important to know what 
rates are charged by the railways, but 
the blue books do not show that." How- 
ever, reading the London Times I ob- 
serve that it is stated that although 
New Zealand is. a beautiful country and 
comparatively, prosperous its railways 
afford the most ; travelling uccommoda- 
' limi in the world. 

;Not only is the accommodation indiffer- 
•ent, but the trains are slow, starting 
'when they like and very uncertain ;is to 
the time when they will arrive at their 
destination. I do not know if this is a 
faithful picture, but Ma* O'Rell testi- 
fies to it. From this, it is apparent that 
the fact of government ownership of 
railways paying in New Zealand does 
.not prove that it will pay here. There 
the colony is self contained, so it does 
not much matter how the trains run as 
everyone i.s on an equal ■ '/'noting. Here 
we are brought into competition with a 
gigantic- railway system that would 
swamp roads run under New Zealand 
conditions. Wo think that the best sys- 
tem at present to encou.'age railways 
is to give a definite sum as a subsidy. 
This railway from the Coast to Teslin 
Lake will open up the .Ominoca and 
Cussiar country, which from the infor- 
mation which we have, promise to be us 
wealthy as any portion of the province 
and may possibly prove to be the wealth- 
iest. -With the development which will 
bp brought .about by a railway we will 
soon see a very large number of settlers 
in those districts— for even now people 
arc going in there fast and when a rail- 
way is constructed there will be vastly 
increased facilities for an in-llow of pop- 
ulation. Wo want to see the northern 
pari of the province increase in popula- 
tion in th(! same degree as in the south- 
ern portion and 1 feel sure that, wilh 
railway communication inaugurated and 
thai: established we will have 50.00Q or 
(!(),<>0(> people there in a ve.'y Hhort-tiimv 
It has bt'on said (hat. this railway will 
benefit; the Dominion more than it will 
the province, and thai the revenue from 
the districts will go largely lo the Do- 
minion. That is no reasonable argument 
why it should not bo constructed. Even 
if two-lhirds of the revenue went to 
the Dominion and one-third to the prov- 
ince it; would be foolish for the province 
to do nothing. The proper argument is 
that the road will benefit British Colum- 
bia, th'lit it will develop the resources 
of Omiheca and Cassiur, that it will he 
of benefit to the towns and cities of the 
Coast, anil that it will contribute •ma- 
terially to the prosperity of the whole of 
the province. It will open up a mining 
section of wonderful possibilities. It 
will open up the Skeena valley and the 
lands beyond,- where agriculture and 
stock raising can be carried on. Lt will 
benefit the farmers on the Vraser valley 
and the Coast districts, for it will onen 
up to thorn larger markets and improved 
price 



and settle or prospect. Even if all thy 
people at first do pass through to the 
Vul;on they will have brought in large 
sums of money which wdl be distributed 
throughout the province and then when 
the reaction sets in and the people begin 
portant works going on in the northern 
part of the province Mill give employ- 
ment to many and will induce many 
more to settle there adding their quota 
to the wealth and population of British 
Columbia, and aiding as well in discov- 
ering new mines and developing fresh re- 
sources. 

The other new railroad provided for in 
the bill is that from Robso'u to Boundary 
crook, approximately a distance of SO 
miles. There is already a lino which has 
a charter and a land grant for that r. 
tion of the road, but it is proposed to 
modify this arrangement so that the land 
grant will ho changed into a money Sill 
sidy. Of course, nny line that takes up 
the money subsidy loses the land subsidy. 
This line, giving as it does' connection 
tvlfh l'ontieton, will be of very great 
importance to the province by giving a 
'connection with the Shnswap & Okaii 
Ugan and making that purl of a through 
system of railway. The guarantee of 
this road is at present a heavy tax tin 
thep rovinco and if it only pays that 
tin; now road will pay very well. ' It w 
open up new outlets for tin? Okanagan 
and be'very advantageous to the country. 
I have not yet referred to the arrange 
ments proposed for carrying - out flios> 
great works. The fa-ct it that the lin< 
between Robson and I'enticton will h 
going on very shortly and will bo well an 
dor way before August. The other por 
tion from I'enticton to Boundary in an 
other month. The building of the lira' to 
the North is the one that presents the 
greatest dilllctilty. We had many inter 
views with railway men on the subject 
and finally were enabled lo come to 
understanding on all points. The con- 
tractors are ready to agree to build

port. The contractors will bo paid $4,000 
a mile subsidy only upon the completion 
of each section and when the railwav if 
running and not before. This railway 
will return to the government -1 per cent, 
on the gross earnings of the line 
Mr. Williams! "Cross"? 

Hon. Mr. Turner: "Yes, gross, not 
net, and besides, as soon as it is com 
plcted the railway is taxable at the rate 
of $2,000 a mile. This subsidy of f 1,000 
a mile is not to exceed $1,600,000 and 
will cost the province $04,000 a 
The 4 per cent, on the gross receipts of 
the railway added to the tax on the 
road will give the province $50,000 a 
year, so the difference the province will 
have to pay will bo very small. In ad- 
dition to these considerations there must 
be taken into consideration the tuxatiol 
arising out of the development and set- 
tlement of the districc which now yield 
very little revenue. Within three year 
the revenue will bo $20,000 or $30,000 
from this source alone. It is to bo re- 
membered, too, that there is a term by 
which the contractors are to nut up ;?7">.- 
000 security to the satisfaction of the 
Lieiitenant-Goverhor-in-council for the 
construction of the line. The fact that 
the northern section is to ho finished by 
August, 1S00, moans that this vear ii 
part' of the road— fifty miles— will be 
ready this autumn and so .reduce the dis- 
tance to be travelled by trail materially 
The railway will open up the very im 
poi.ro at district of the Skeena river as 
wo.I and also give communication with 
the groat district of Ominoca, one of the 
richest mineral districts on tin; conti- 
nent. Consequently, this groat work 
will recoup the province in a very few 
years tor the outlay. British Columbia 
has boon the boldest of any province of 
the Dominion in undertaking develop- 
ment works and in its railway policy and 
this moans that it progressiveness and 
enterprise over 1,000 miles of rail- 
way in British Columbia are due. I will 
now read the terms which Mackenzie &

The municipal committee of the legis- 
lature was waited upon, yesterday morn- 
ing bv a deputation of business men o£ 
this city to protest against the proposed 
amendments With reference to whole- 
sale and retail licenses. 'Phis deputation) 
was composed of Messrs. William Wil- 
son, Moses Lenz, It.

W. A. Ward, A. Kob- 
ertsou, Jamefc Ants'.!?, Simon l.eiser and 
J, .1. Shallcross. i'he deputation took 
exception to any increase in' the amount 
charged for licenses and it was urged 
that; if any charge were made it should 
be in tfie direction of abolition. To raise 
the wholesale licenses to $100 und the 
retail licenses to $25 for six months wan 
considered excessive as taxes were ill- 
ready heavy enough. It was pointed 
out that already property valued at $1,- 
500,000 had fallen into the hands of the 
mortgagees. Furthermore as the city of 
wholesale or retail merchants the effect 
against, any increase in tho civic taxa- 
of the additional fee would be to drive 
trade from tho city of Victoria else- 
where. A strong protest was. also made 
tion, the deputation contending that if . 
the revenue was economically niunagej', 
and administered there would not be any 
necessity to ask for an increase. Excep- 
tion was also taken to the manner in 
which the city amendments had been 
applied for, as no notice "whatever had 
been given by the corporation of Its in- 
tention to apply for them, nor were any 
of the questions mentioned at. the last 
civic elections. There had been no op- 
portunity given those interested of re- 
sisting those changes.

John A. Cnrthcw, connected at various 
times with different canneries on tlic 
Northern British Columbia rivers, was 
charged in the city police court yesterday 
with appropriating to his own use $1,000 
and $299.32 out of fl,S20 that was de- 
posited to his credit in the Bank of Mon- 
treal to invest for the Explorers' and 
Travellers', Limited, of Loudon, Eng- 
land. The information is sworn to by 
Thomas Shaw Safe, the company's 
agent. 

According to Mr. .Safe's evidence giv- 
en in the police court lie went to Wrangel 
last winter and purchased from Col. Crit- 
tenden certain property on which to 
build an hotel and wharf, Mr. Cartlicw 
being engaged to report on the pro- 
perty. Upon his return to London he 
recommended Mr. Carthew as a' good 
man to look after the company's affairs 
in this country and the appointment was 
consequently' made, $4,820 being placed 
to Mr. Carthew's credit in the Bank of 
Montreal, to invest for the company. 
The accused was then instructed to pur- 
chase the necessary machinery and com- 
mence the construction of the wharf, he 
to receive a salary of $11. 50 a day. In 
his evidence Mr. Safe said: 

"The company opened an account at 
the bank in Victoria for £500 for Car- 
thew. Afterwards he cabled for more 
money, and 11 further sum of £">00 was 
placed to his credit in the bank." 

This latter, witness believed, was to 
push construction of the wharf. In 
March the company received 11 dispatch 
from Carthew stating that he had bought 
fifty lots from Crittenden at Wrangel 
for (lie company for $20,000, paying 
$1,000 down, and adding that if the 
company (lid not want the property, ho 
and Judge Jackson would take it. The 
company did not authorize Carthew to 
purchase the property. They did not 
taken any action respecting the cable. 

Just before •witness left England they 
received another cable from Carthew 
asking if he should sell the Crittenden 
lots, and in another cable lie asked 
whether he should sell the engine and 
piles and discharge the men. In answer 
to the cable respecting the selling of the 
engine and piles, the company told Car- 
thew to do nothing. Regarding his pro 
position to sell the lots, the company re 
plied: 

"Sell any property of ours at your 
peril." 

Witness understood this latter answer 
to apply to the property lie had purcha 
ed from Col. Crittenden and any pro- 
perty Carthew had been authorized to 
purchase for the company. Upon his 
return from England, witness found that 
no wharf had been built on the com- 
pany's property; the machinery had not 
even been put together and there were 
no men working for the company, ul 
though he learned that two men hud 
teen employed by Carthew to cut a trnil 
and had not been paid. 

From Col. Crittenden he received pit 
pers showing that Carthew had bought 
the fifty lots .1 month before he notified 
the company in the name of a man ill 
Seattle. At this stage of the proceed 
tugs the ease was adjourned until thi: 
morning at 9:30. 

The allegation is that in paying $1,000 
for the Crittenden lots Carthew was ap- 
propriating the money to his own use 
and that he drew $200 of the company's 
money from the bank after bis services 
hud been dispensed with. 

Mr. Carthew has every confidence in 
being able to clear himself. lie pur- 
chased the Crittenden lots, he savs. for 
$1,000. as stated by Safe, but as Safe ad- 
mitted lie gave the company the option 
of refusing or accepting them. As they 
did not reply he presumed that they ac- 
cepted them, and lie was sure of it, when 
in reply to his dispatch that he was about 
to sell the property, they replied not to 
.'.ell any of the company's property. As 
to the $209.32, he says it was spent 011 
legitimate expenses, of which he has an 
account. 

Further Mr. Carthew claims that, the 
company owes him $019, for which lie 
was about to sue them, when arrested. 

Mr. It. Cassidy is conducting the prose- 
cution, Mr. A. L. Belyea appearing for 
the defence. Mr. Carthew was admitted 
to bail in $1,500.

BAY AND CITY OF MANILA. 

A Harbor as Beautiful as Capri— The 
City nud Its Inhabitants. 

The Philippines comprise 1,218 islands, 
but only twenty of them are of fairly 
large size. The area of the whole group 
is 123,000 square miles, and 92,000 
square miles of these comprise the twen 
ty principal islands. Manila is the me 
tiopolia of the Philippines and is upon 
thi! largest island, Luzon. This island 
is larger than Cuba by 11,000 square 
miles, and has twice the population. The 
City of Manila is built upon a bay of 
that name, and navigators say it is one 
of the half dozen best in the world. The 
scene that is spread before one's eyes 
as be sails into the bay at Manila, is as 
pleasing as that in the bay of Capri, 

ISir Edwin Arnold has written some 
wonderful verses concerning the loveli- 
ness of the bay at Manila. Imagine an 
almost perfectly semi-circular body of 
peculiarly green water, as clear almost 
as any Irish lake. Running precipitously 
close to the edge of the water for miles 
and miles around, tropical shrubbery, 
plants mid grasses always in blossom, 
make the shore a great mass of irides 
cen ce. Back of these are countless gaunt 
coconnuts and palms and artistically 
shaped trees that are never seen outside 
of the tropics, while back of these lofty 
mountains, perpetually as green as emer- 
alds, rear themselves li.OOO or 4,000 feet 
high. The deepest of blue skies over 
spans the whole, and often there is :l 
rainbow. The air is always spicy with 
the odor from the forests, and one natur- 
ally thinks of Lallu Itookh and the Vale 
of Cashmere. 

The navies of the whole world might 
safely ride at anchor in that buy. The 
city itself has almost the most disagree- 
able climate in the world for several 
months in the year, and travellers snj 
that many of the famous hot cities in In 
dia have only a little fiercer temperature. 
In President Arthur's administration 
several persistent seekers of office in the 
diplomatic service were named us United 
States consul nt Manila anil each de- 
clined, one after another. An average of 
eleven earthquakes a year for several 
generations is dismaying to a large num- 
ber of the people who come to Manila 
thinking they can live here and make a 
rapid fortune. 

The city has about 350,000 population, 
and the word old is one that every visi- 
tor instantly applies to it at first sight. 
It lies surrounded by walls and wide 
ditches, on the southern bank of the 
Passig, which lazily glides along, covered 
with green scum, and bearing on its plac- 
id waters, whoso languid How resembles 
that of a Dutch canal, dead cats and 
dogs surrounded with weeds, like eggs 
in a dish of Spinach. The canals and 
ditches in the hot, drying weather ex- 
hale a poisonous malaria, which also 
causes death to the unacclimntod. Al- 
though next to Gon the oldest city in the 
Indies, Manila, with its numerous mon- 
asteries, convents, barracks, etc.. re- 
minds one more of a Spanish provincial 
town than of an Oriental city. Foreign- 
ers live in Bidondo, n suburb, which is 
the headquarters of commerce. The 
Spaniards and natives view each other 
with jealousy, the colonial policy of Ma- 
drid everywhere, and which prevents 
unity among the people, at the price of 
their prosperity. Then there is no plant- 
er class to break down this spirit of ex- 
clusiveness, and the Spaniards only ton 
much regard a residence in the islands 
as 'a temporary makeshift. 

The very houses in Manila are gloomy 
Ugly and badly ventilated — a fatal error 
in such a scorching climate. Instead of 
light jalousies, they are litted with heavy 
sash windows, with thin, oyster shell 
panes, scarcely two inches in urea. The 
ground floors, on account of the damp, 
are generally uninhabited, and are used 
for stables and offices. The dwelling.-, 
pre of plank, bamboo and palm leaves, 
the palm being everybody's friend in 
these islands. The houses nre lightly 
put together, and, including furniture, 
often weigh less than 200 pounds. 

Manila is a "slow" place. The plays 
are poor, the newspapers barren chroni- 
clers of state court gossip, and the most 
exciting incidents are religious proces- 
sions and cock lights. Every Indian who 
can afford it keeps a lighting cock, and 
the ring around the cockpit, crowded 
with perspiring and ill-looking natives, is 
a common and disagreeable sight. In 
spite of all its drawbacks, Manila has its 
picturesque side. During the religions 
festivities, especially, beautiful women 
are to be seen thronging the illuminated 
and flower-bedecked streets. Some of 
the most charming of the Indian women 
are of the fair European type. From 



the provinces come the native and half- 
caste women. The Indian women are 
beautifully formed with lustrous black 
hair and melting dark eyes. The upper 
part of their bodies is clad in a material 
of transparent fineness and snowy pur- 
ity. From the waist downward comes a 
Mowing drapery in the form of a brightly 
striped cloth, which, as far as the knee, 
is so tightly compressed with a shawl 
closely drawn around the figure, that the 
folds of the saya (cloth) burst out be- 
neath it like the blossoms of 11 pome- 
granate. This swathing also allows the 
girls to take short steps, and, with their 
downcast eyes, makes them look more 
shy than they often turn out to be 011 
better acquaintance. 

The best idea of the population of Ma- 
nila may bo had at night, when the 
soft, cool breezes start up from the bay 
and drive away for a time the roasting 
atmosphere. Then nearly every one goes 
out for a Walk and the Spanish landlords 
and military people go for a drive. Ev- 
ery one of them who could has been 
close indoors all day and most have 
smoked and dreamed in their hammocks 
for hours at a time. The Luneta. .1 
fashionable promenade along the Passig 
river, is always thronged nt night. The 
band plays and electric lights make a 
gay scene. Every one is dressed in the 
lightest possible clothing. For hours 
there is a constant stream about the pla- 
za and up and down the Luneta of gorg- 
eaus Spanish officers, white-trousered 
Spanish soldiers, throngs of Chinese and 
Japanese beggars, in all conceivable de- 
grees of raggedness and physical con- 
tortions; priests by the score, nuns in 
dozens of groups, young men and women 
lovers strolling along, hundreds of girls, 
bareheaded and with flowers in their 
black hair, and natives by the thous- 
and in bare feet and the cheapest cloth- 
ing. 

Cavitc is a fortified seaport town of 
the island of Luzon, on which Manila, 
the capital of the Philippine islands, is 
situated. Cavite is in the bay of Ma- 
nila, and about ten miles southwest of 
the city of Manila. The town of Ca- 
vite has a population of more than 5, 00') 
and the population of the port is less 
than 000 souls. There is an arsenal at 
Cavite, which is the capital of the pro- 
vince of the same name. The residence 
of the Governor is situated there, and 
the place is the chief naval depot of the 
Spanish possessions in that part of the 
world— St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

MARINE AFFAIRS. 

Bristol Suits Coming to Trial— Dangers 
to Northern Navigation— Depart- 
ing Liners. 

On Wednesday next in the Supreme 
court before n judge nnd special jury, the 
trial of Carson vs. Davldge will be com- 
menced. This case arises out of the fail- 
ure of the steamer Bristol, chartered last 
full by Davidge & Co. to complete her 
voyage to St. Michnel's and the steamer 
Eugene to make her trip from St. Mich- 
nle's to Dawson. Carson was one of the 
pivscngers on the Bristol^ which it will 
lie remembered, only went a short way 
up the coast, and he is suing for $300, the 
amount he paid for his ticket, and £1,000 
damages. 

TWO BIG LINERS DEPART. 

The steamships Wnrrimoo and Athen- 
ian arrived from Vancouver yesterday 
morning, the former on her way to Aus- 
tiulia and the latter on her initial trip 
North. Both were heavily freighted 
from the' Terminal City, the Wnrrimoo 
being so full that she could take no cargo 
at Victoria. She sailed at 1()'4() o'clock 
after n short stay in port, during which 
some half dozen second class passengers 
embarked. The Athenian left ut 1 
o'clock with over 150 pasengers front 
Vancouver and about fifty from this 
city. Eastern people composed the ma- 
jority of those aboard, all, with few 
exceptions, being strangers. 

IMPORTANT TO MARINERS. 

The following important notice to mar- 
iners has just been issued by the Do- 
minion government, having reference to 
the dangers, in Alice Ann and the ap- 
proaches to that body of water: 

Paddy Passage Unsafe.— Paddy pus- 
sage, on the east side of Brooke Island, 
Observatory inlet, British Columbia, is 
reported by local Indians to be unsafe 
for navigation, and should not be used 
until examined. 

II. Rock oft Larcom Island.— The rock 
marked awash 011 Admiralty chart, No. 
1M5S, oft the southeast extremity of 
Larcom island, shows throe feet at high 
water. 

.III. Rock off south end of Liddle Is- 
land. — A rock, drying about feet at 
low water, lies l'/i cables west from the 
south extreme of Liddle island. A line 
from the north extreme of Perry Bay 
point past the south extreme of Diddle 
island passes through the roek. 

IV. Rock in passage between Liddle 
Island and point on Mainland shore. — 
A roek on which a depth of 10 feet at 
low water has been found, lies between 
Liddle island and the point separating 
Hastings arm from Alice arm, which 
will hereafter be known as Davies point. 
The roek lies nearly in the middle of the 
passage, where 10 fathoms are shown on 
the chart. The channel on the west side 
of t|ie rock is recommended, being the 
wider, with fathoms in the middle. 
There is a ridge between the island and 
the point with a greatest depth of 8 
fathoms. Sextant: angles to locate the 
rock are as follows: Ifyns point nnd 
Davies point, Sii (legs.; Davies point, and 
cast tangent, Brooke island, 100 dogs. 
52 min. 

V. Alice Roek.— A dangerous rock, 
with 7 feet on it at low water, exists in 
Alice arm, D/i miles north of Liddle 
island, almost: in mill channel, and near- 
ly where the sounding of M!) fathoms, no 
bottom, is shown on chart 2158. There 
is deep water between the rock and the 
point on the western shore, and 13 
fathoms between the rock and the east- 
ern shore. The west tangent of Liddle 
island in one with the west tangent of 
Brooke island clears the rock \-< cable 
to the eastward. The channel east of 
the rock is the wider and should be 
used. Sextant angles to locate the seven- 
foot spot, are as follows: Hans point 
and tangent of point north of Sophy 
island, 154 legs. 18 min.: last named 
and Davies point ,'iU degs. min.
